Illyra, Italy, France, and Belgium, 
and it has been epidemic, at intervals 
of abeut fifty vears, ever since. 

In 810 the plague appeared in Brit- 
ain. In 817 it spread in Hungary. 
The French trace the true rinderpest 
uin France back to the periods bet ween 
850 and 942 ; Saxens to 1043. Ger- 
man historians recerd the spread and 
devastation of the steppes murrain 
through their herds and districts in 
1149. In many parts of the country 
this disease afflicted: both man and 
beast. From 1149 to 1223 the visita- 
tien to central Europe was extremely 
desolating. 

The disease accompanied the Rus- 
sian invasion ef Mongelia, and was 
followed by a plague on mar and beast 
during the years 1223-33 and 38. 
From 1223 to 28, the cattle plague 
again spread through Hungary, Aus- 
tria, Germany, and Britain, with sev- 
eral intermittent sensons, till 1299. 

During 1347 the disease assumed 
such a form in Russia that it was des- 
ignated the black death.” In this 
ford und under this name, it reached 
Prussia in 1559, and ravaged the herds 
of Germany until 1598. It 1592 it 
destroyed much ef the best stock of 
upper Italy. In 1616 the same mala- 
dy devastated Padua, Trevise, Vicen- 
za, and Udine. 8e marked and terri- 
ble was the disease that beef and veal! 
as food were both prohibited. During 
1625 the plague visited northern Italy.

" enetigh to protect him. In the mean- 
time if a rancher don’t pay his two per 
cent on his land. his crop, his cattle 
and his farming tools by the very day 
> She tat Becomes delinquest, the pena!- 
ty is added and he stands ne more 
chance ef escaping without the full 
penalty than he does ef missing the 
day of judgement. The censtant cry 
which builds up Workingmen’s parties 
and which divides the upper from the 
lower classes arraying the one against 
the ether, is that the rich are favored 
at the expense of the poor. The Ga- 
rx is no demagogue and encourages 
ne such attacks without good grounds 
but in this case we are bound te say 
the rich do ask an unjust and danger- 
ous advantage, one which if they are 
“allewed, shows a direct and enor- 
‘thous discrimination en the part of 
government against the poor and in 
favor of the rich, a discrimination 
which will never be forgotten, ene 
which will politically ruin every man 
whe aids it and the party who elected 
him. We speak now witheut heat or 
feeling. In truth and soberness we 
declare that the agricultural and com- 
mercial’ community will net stand 
this imposition. We elected men who 
distinctly and solemnly premised 
that if they did not work against this 
very measure with all their might and 
with all their strenth we might string 
themup. Some of these men kept 
good their promises. A precious few 
worked and voted against this act, 
others contented themselves by simply 
voting nay, whilea good twe-thirds gave 
it theirvote. All through the campaign 
the Repbulican candidate for governor 
and all of his friends put themselves 
squarely against all rebates, reductions 
or repreives for the men whe had resist- 
ed the laws of the country and caught 
her by the throat to choke her into a 
settlement. The governor of this state 
has this bill im his absolute power. 
There can be no appeal from his de- 
cision. By running his pen up and 
down the paper often enough te say 
J. H. Kinkead he can settle this matter 
fore vor. He need not even do this. 
He need only withold his pen for ten 
days and it dies as dead as the honor 
of the men that passed it. If he does 
this his name will be dear to Nevada's 
soos and daughters as long as her 
brown hills hold together. He will 
rank with old Broadborus in point of 
firm honesty and sterling worth while 
standing the peer of any other 
govertur in the land in every otber re- 
apect. He will have che bonor of 
establishing upon av unsheken founda- 
tion the principle that this is a repub- 
ne, where every man's'rights are held 
sacred and where no man shall escape 
the duty he owes to his country be 
cause be is rich. If he resists the 
tempter and stands firm for the right 
Nevada will delight to do him honor. 
She will be to send him to fill 
any office within her gift, where all 
men can look upon him as her repre- 
_gentative witheut causing her a blush.
